Heraldry  is  defined  as  the  art  or  science  of  describing 
in  appropriate  terms  coats  of  arms  and  other  insignia. 

The  system  is  very  ancient.  It  can  be  traced  back  to  the 
Jewish  tribes,  and  subsequently  we  find  it  in  more  elaborate 
form  in  the  leading  families  of  Greece  and  Rome. 

In  modern  sense,  the  heraldic  art  dates  from  the  times 
of  the  Crusades,  and  was  reduced  to  its  present  perfect  system 
by  the  French.  The  coat  of  arms  or  crest  is  a  device  worn  on 
top  of  a  shield,  usually  placed  on  a  wreath,  and  was  borne  by 
knights  and  other  personages  of  rank  when  clad  in  armor  uO 
distinquish  them  in  battle.  At  first  these  badges  were  worn 
on  the  he lmet,  or  on  the  arm,  but  later  were  transferred  to  the 
shield  or  armor.  Many  families  have  preserved  their  mottoes, 
or  watch-words,  which  usually  represent  some  characteristic 

of  the  family.

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PETER  JOSEPH  DANLER 

Peter  Joseph  Danler  was  bom  March  19,  1830  in  Germany.  He  came  to  this  country  in  1836 
with  his  parents  and  lived  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  learned  the  stained 
glass  window  trade  from  his  father.  This  was  his  way  of  life  in  the  new  country  —  America. 

Gertrude  Zimmerman  was  bom  February  U,  1829,  and  she  too  came  to  Buffalo,  New  York,  with 
her  parents  about  the  same  time  —  1836. 

When  Peter  Danler  was  twenty-one  years  old,  and  Gertrude  Zimmerman  twenty-six,  they  were 
married  in  September,  l8£L.  To  them  were  bom  six  children.  The  oldest,  John  Joseph  Danler, 
our  children's  great  grandfather.  His  descendants  number  the  greatest  in  this  genealogy.  The 
five  children  are  listed  on  the  following  page,  but  only  in  part,  since  they  did  not  answer  my 

questionnaires . 

Peter  Joseph  Dailer  lived  to  be  sixty-seven  years  old  and  died  November  16,  1897.  His 
wife  Gertrude  lived  to  be  eighty-one  years  old  and  died  August  5,  1906.  Both  are  buried  m 

Buffalo,  New  York.

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JOHN  JOSEPH  DANLER 


John  Joseph  Danler  is  the  oldest  child  of  Peter  Danler  and  Gertrude  Zimmerman.  He  was 
born  January  16,  1853  in  Buffalo,  New  York.  According  to  early  custom,  young  John  was  apprenticed 
by  his  father  to  be  a  stained-glass  worker.  The  boy  worked  seven  years  as  apprentice  and  then  ten 
more  years  at  this  trade. 

Elizabeth  Sahlen  was  the  daughter  of  Jacob  Sahlen  and  Barbara  Brick  of  Buffalo,  New  York. 

She  was  born  October  28,  1853. 

John  and  Elizabeth  were  both  nineteen  when  they  were  married  September  5,  1372  in  Buffalo, 

New  York. 

Five  years  after  their  marriage  —  1877  —  he  and  his  wife  and  three  children  came  to  Kansas 
to  homestead  five  miles  west  of  Seward,  Kansas  in  Stafford  County.  In  1880  he  took  his  family  back  to 
New  York  where  he  worked  in  the  stained  glass  factories  for  three  years.  In  1883  he  came  back  to 
Stafford  County  and  bought  a  farm  five  miles  east  of  Seward,  where  he  lived  until  1917.  The  rest  of 
his  children  were  all  bom  there,  except,  William,  who  was  bom  in  Barton  County. 

After  forty- two  years  of  marriage,  his  wife  Elizabeth  died  on  December  10,  19lU. 

In  1917  he  sold  the  farm  near  Seward,  Kansas,  and  moved  to  Manitou  Springs,  Colorado.  There  he 
lived  quietly,  his  hobbies  including  gardening,  raising  flowers  and  raspberries.  He  raised  tobacco  for 
his  own  use.  He  was  then  sixty-four  years  old. 

In  June,  1920  he  met  Mary  Vina  Eagle,  a  young  woman  of  thirty- two  who  often  stopped  by  to  admire 
his  garden-  Since  he  was  so  many  years  older  than  she,  none  of  their  mutual  friends  thought  they  would 
marry.  On  January  22,  1922  John  Joseph  Danler  married  Mary  Vina  Eagle.  They  went  to  Houston,  Texas, 
for  a  wedding  trip,  then  came  back  to  Manitou  Springs  to  spend  over  twenty-eight  years  of  married  life 
together.  They  led  a  quiet  life,  enjoying  John’s  children,  grand-children  and  great  grandchildren. 
Together  they  visited  their  friends  and  relatives.  In  October,  19U8 ,  at  the  age  of  95  years  he  visited 
his  daughter  Agnes  Christoph  at  Ellinwood,  Kansas,  for  the  last  time.  This  was  the  last  time  I  saw  him. 
At  this  time  he  still  read  without  glasses  and  his  mind  was  very  alert. 

His  philosophy  of  life  consisted  of  this:  "Do  not  worry.  Possessions  are  not  too  important. 

Get  along  with  your  wife." 
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His  sense  of  humor  was  remembered  by  many.  He  had  the  remarkable  record  of  being  married 
seventy  years:  forty-two  years  to  his  first  wife,  and  twenty-eight  years  to  his  second  wife.  Of 
this  he  once  remarked  to  me:  ”1  was  lucky.  I  got  along  with  both  my  wives.” 

John  Joseph  Danler  died  April  17,  1950  at  the  age  of  ninety-seven  years.  He  was  sick  a  few 
days.  He  was  buried  from  St.  Mary’s  Church  in  Manitou,  Colorado  and  interred  in  Evergreen 
cemetery.  His  second  wife  Vina  survives  him. 


Let  me  quote  some  of  the  news  clippings  that  were  printed  about  him  on  his  9Uth,  95th  and  96th 
birthdays : 

"On  the  occasion  of  his  9^th  birthday  anniversary  a  party  was  given  at  the  home  of  John  J. 
Danler  in  south  Manitou.  The  occasion  also  honored  the  25th  wedding  anniversary  January  22. 

Guests  included  Mr.  Danler' s  son  and  daughter-in-law,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alphonse  J.  Danler  of 
Kinsley,  Kansas." 

"On  his  95th  birthday  anniversary  Mr.  Danler  was  still  enjoying  good  health.  The  only  ones 
to  help  him  celebrate  at  this  time  was  Alphonse  J.  Danler  and  wife  of  Kinsley,  Kansas." 

"On  his  96th  birthday,  John  J.  Danler  said,  "In  four  more  years  I’ll  be  a  hundred.  It's  a 

long  time  to  live.  A  lot  of  things  have  happened.  I  remember  many  of  them  pretty  well.  Don't 
say  I  fought  in  the  Civil  War.  I  was  just  a  boy,  too  young  to  go.  I  remember  seeing  700  men 
going  off  to  fight.  Only  seven  came  back,  tattered  and  tom.  Most  of  their  flag  had  been  shot 
away.  After  that  they  carried  the  flag  in  all  the  parades.  I  belonged  to  the  National  Guard. 

I  met  Abraham  Lincoln.  I  even  shook  hands  with  him.  This  was  in  Buffalo,  New  York.  I  liked 
what  I  saw  of  him,  and  I  remember  when  he  was  shot." 

"I  am  a  Democrat,  though,  clean  to  the  bone,  and  always  have  been.  The  Democrats  are  for 
the  warkina  man."  He  continued.  "Last  Fall  (19Ll8(  we  drove  from  Garden  City,  Kansas,  to  Colorado 
Springs  by  car  in  a  short  day.  My  son  drove  so  fast  I  felt  like  getting  out  and  walking. 

When  I  was  a  boy  we  moved  to  New  York  City,  about  1;50  miles  from  Buffalo,  and  it  took  almost  a 
month.  We  went  on  a  canal  boat  on  the  Erie  canal.  The  boat  was  pulled  by  mules.  The  first 

train  I  remember  was  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  lines.  The  engine  somewhat  resembled  an  old- 

fashioned  threshing  machine.  The  rails  were  oak,  not  steel.  About  planes?  When  I  go  up  in  a 
plane  I'll  keep  one  leg  on  the  ground.  Automobiles  are  dangerous  enough.  Everything  goes  too 
fast  these  days.  Fishing?  From  the  time  I  fished  for  black  bass  from  a  row  boat  on  Lake  Erie 
until  I  discovered  Mountain  trout  in  Colorado,  fishing  has  been  one  of  my  hobbies.  I  had  to 
give  it  up  though,  for  the  spirit  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak." 
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Thus  lived  a  man  who  reached  nearly  the  century  mark.  He  was  my  husband's  grandfather. 


Before  closing  the  chapter  on  John  J.  Danler,  Dost  me  relate 
this  story  he  told  his  son  Leo's  children.  I  shall  quote  from 
Joseph  Danler's  (grandson)  letter: 

"While  we  were  living  at  Wright,  Kansas,  grandpa  Danler  visited 
us  many  times.  He  told  us  stories  how  he  and  grandma  came  west 
from  Buffalo.  One  of  these  goes  like  this:  About  two  months  after 

they  moved  to  the  original  homestead  near  Seward,  Kansas,  they  needed 
salt  and  pepper  and  other  staples.  So  one  morning  grandpa  started 
walking  to  Great  Bend,  which  was  approximately  fifteen  miles  from 
where  they  lived.  When  he  got  there,  he  not  only  purchased  the  staple 
but  a  brand  new  hand  saw,  which  he  needed.  He  started  for  home,  but 
before  he  got  there,  the  sun  had  sank  in  the  west,  and  the  moon  had 
come  up.  All  around  him  he  could  hear  cyotes  howling.  The  howling 
came  from  all  sides.  Before  he  knew  it,  he  had  walked  into  a  pack 
of  them.  They  barked,  howled  and  nipped  at  him,  and  grandpa  did 
not  know  what  to  do.  The  only  possible  weapen  he  carried  was  the 
saw  he  had  purchased  that  day.  It  was  shining  and  new.  He  put  the 
sack  of  groceries  on  the  ground,  and  in  the  semi-darkness  he  waved 
the  saw  into  the  faces  of  the  cyotes,  jabbing  them  with  it.  The 
moonlight  played  on  the  shining  saw,  and  that  must  have  frightened 
the  cyotes,  for  before  grandpa  knew  it,  they  were  scattering  in  all 
directions. 

"Grandpa  made  his  way  home,  grateful  he  had  purchased  the  new 
saw,  feeling  that  it  had  saved  his  skin,  perhaps  his  very  life."

ELIZABETH  DANLER 


Elizabeth  Danler  is  the  first  child  of  John  Joseph  Danler  and 
Elizabeth  Sahlen.  She  was  bom  June  10,  1873  at  Buffalo,  New  York. 

In  1883  she  came  to  Stafford  County,  Kansas,  where  she  lived  until  1931. 

On  September  28,  1892,  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  she  was  united  in 
marriage  to  Mathias  Hall.  These  two  were  married  at  Kingman,  Kansas,  by 
Father  Bradley.  Mathias  Hall  was  a  native  of  Hochemigen,  Baden,  Germany, 
but  came  to  America  in  1883  at  the  age  of  seventeen.  He  spent  five  years  in 
New  York  State  and  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  before  coming  to  Kars  as  to  start 
fanning.  He  never  visited  his  native  Germany  again. 

After  his  marriage,  Elizabeth  and  Mathias  lived  on  a  farm  in  north 
Stafford  County,  near  Seward,  Kansas.  To  them  were  bom  four  sons  and 
three  daughters.  One  daughter  died  in  infancy. 

On  January  22,  1925,  at  the  age  of  fifty-nine,  Mathias  Hall  died  after 
a  long  illness.  He  is  buried  in  the  Ellinwood  Catholic  cemetery.* 

Elizabeth  continued  to  live  on  the  farm  until  1931  when  she  moved  to 
Atchison  to  be  near  two  sons  and  one  daughter.  One  of  her  sons  was  then  a 
Benedictine  priest,  and  the  other  a  student  for  the  priesthood  (Fr.  Mathew 
Hall).  Her  oldest  daughter  was  a  Benedictine  nun  at  Mount  St.  Scholastica 
Convent,  Atchison,  Kansas. 

On  November  17,  1937,  after  a  two  years*  illness,  she  died  at  the 
age  of  sixty-four.  Her  body  was  brought  to  Ellinwood  to  lie  beside  that 
of  her  husband1  s. 

She  loved  priests  and  religious.  She  enjoyed  travelling,  making 
numerous  trips  to  Buffalo,  New  York  to  visit  relatives.  Her  charities 
were  numerous. 

*  At  the  time  of  Mr.  Hall’s  death  there  was  a  snow  blizzard  waging. 
Only  people  who  have  lived  on  the  great  plains  know  how  terrible  they  can 

be.  Roads  were  blocked.  The  hearse  was  unable  to  get  Mr.  Hall’s  body 
to  Ellinwood,  so  with  a  team  of  horses  hitched  to  their  car,  they  pulled 
the  car  over  drifts  of  snow  to  Ellinwood,  Kansas,  with  Mrs.  Hall  holding 
her  dead  husband  in  her  lap.

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FATHER  EGBERT,  0.  S.  B. 

Robert  Hall  —  Fr.  Egbert,  0.  S.  B.  is  the  son  of  Elizabeth 
Danler  and  Mathias  Hall.  He  was  born  January  8,  1900  in  Stafford 
County,  near  Seward,  Kansas.  At  the  age  of  twelve  he  entered  high 
school  at  Mount  Calvary,  Wisconsin,  but  transferred  to  St.  Benedict’s 
high  school  in  1913  at  Atchison,  Kansas.  In  1919  he  was  sent  to  St. 
Vincent’s  archabbey  in  Latrobe,  Pennsylvania  to  begin  his  novitiate 
as  a  member  of  the  Benedictine  community  of  Monks  at  Atchison,  Kansas. 
During  the  summers  of  1922  to  1926  he  was  enrolled  at  Notre  Dame 
University  at  South  Bend,  Indiana,  where  he  majored  in  mathematics. 
After  his  ordination.  May  29,  1926  he  taught  at  Maur  Hill,  Atchison, 
where  he  remained  until  1929  at  which  time  he  was  transferred  to  the 
faculty  of  St.  Benedict’s  College,  Atchison.  In  1933,  he  was  appointed 
assistant  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Burlington,  Iowa.

John  Henry  Hall  —  Fr.  Mathew,  0.  S.3,  is  the  son  of  Elizabeth

In  all  this  research  for  family  ties,  I  have  learned  a  great  deal 
about  the  lives  of  all  these  people.  I  hope  that  the  future  generations 
who  read  it  will  get  as  much  enjoyment  out  of  it  as  I  had  writing  it.
